LITTLE ROCK -(/P)- 
Selective 


Service Director E. L. Compere Wed- 
nesday asked local draft boards to 
reopen cases of married men for re- 
classification as to their liability for 
service. 


"Half of the local boards in the 


state are drafting married men while 
the other half arc automatically de- 
ferring them just because they are 
married," he said. 


General Compere said the situation 


had been caused by the belief that 
married men should be deferred ever 
since the program started, but "no 
registrant, unless a legislator or minis- 
ter or otherwise deferred, is auto- 
matically deferred," he said. 


"While individual cases arc hand- 


led differently many married 
men 


should 
not be deferred. If his wife 


is working and ho has no children 
and he is not the sole means of sup- 
port then there is no reason why a 
married man should not be called."

Collective 
bargaining will be retained, but the 
American people expect that impartial 
recommendations of our government 
services will be followed both by 
capital and by labor." 


There is no disagreement about arm- 


ing the nation. Isolationists agree 
that we must be armed to the teeth. 
So do interventionists. Both agree 
that it must be done with utmost 
speed. Unity on this: the job must be 
pushed relentlessly forward at in- 
creasing speed, without interruption. 


Unless this job is done, organized 


labor 
is finished. Privately owned I 


industry is finished. Both are in the I 
same boat in this emergency, and in 
that same boat are all the American 
people and the way of life we have 
loved. The plainest common sense 
says: "Don't ruck the boat!" 


Two things the American people 


are in no mood to tolerate: 


1. Strikes run to further political 


policies formed abroad, and strikes 
called for trivial reasons, or without 
completely exhausting every 
effort 


to adjust reasonable grievances and 
to align wages justly with changing 
living conditions 
without 
making 


them a leader, in a rising price spiral. 


2. Any effort to use the emergency 


to smash unions, to block and nullify 
genuine collective bargaining or legi- 
timate organizing effort. 


Let us not deceive ourselves. We 


are not going to achieve a complete- 
ly strikeless industrial situation de- 
void of all labor' controversy. Bri- 
tain has not achieved it, and there is

KNOXVILLE, Tenn.—King Cotton, 


tyrant of the Soutl'. who brought his 
southern bride so many riches that 
he plunged her into the poverty of 
surplus, may himself yet save her 
from the economic brink lo which he 
forced her. 


From- cottonseed hulls, long consid- 


ered almost worthless, a new plastic 
of hundreds of uses is emerging. 


It is a discovery of research work- 


ers who, for 11 years, have been 
quielly working in a small building 
just back of the University of Ten- 
nessee football stadium here. 


Saves the South 55,000,000 


a Year 


The plastic has almost innumerable 


.uses—wall boards, ash trays, steering 
wheels for automobiles, tea trays, 
compacts, fountain pens, telephones, 
electrical appliances, sheaves for tex- 
tile looms. In fact, these sheaves are 
alrady in use on textile looms in ten 
states. 


For months Ihe coltonseed research 


workers ran an experimental oil mill 
on the campus, with cottonseed rush- 
ed nighlly lo Knoxville from all over 
the South. A cottonseed cooker was 
developed which reduced cooking time 
•from two hours to fifteen minutes, got 
10 pounds more oil per ton of cotton- 
seed and reduced power and fuel 
costs 25 per cent. In thai discovery 
alone the South was saved $5,000,000 
annually, and now the pressure cook- 
er is in use in many slates. 


Other research in under way, in- 


cluding work on protein extraclion. 
Experiments elsewhere have shown 
that the protein obtained from cotton- 
seed may be spun int oa fabric of al- 
most the same quality and appearance 
as wool. It may also be used as the 
base of a casein, calcimine-like paint.

Leahy sees a strong possibility of cot 
tonsced replacing cotton as the south's 
chief product. 


"If Ihe Soulh should be forced lo 


reduce ils collon crop and begin 
growing other crops, thc Soulh would 
come into competition with other sec- 
tions," he said. It is incumbent on 
the South lo make the best possible 
readjustment in its agriculture with- 
out too greatly upsetting the eco- 
nomic situation in other agricullural 
areas.

One Warship Over" 
looked by Maritime 
Commission

WASHlNGTON-Notes 
from 
the 
capital scene: 


Imagine the surprise of the gents in 


the Maritime Commission the other 
day after spending hours on press 
releases telling how the last of their 
ghost fleet,of World war merchant 
ships had .been put back into com- 
mission, then discovering one skeleton 
still in the closet. 


The original story said that the mo- 


tor ship West Grama, last of that old 
fleet, which slid down the ways for 
convoys to the Allies more than 20 
years ago, was being towed from its 
berth in the James River, near Nor- 
folk, Va., for reconditioning at Mo- 
bile, Ala. 


The West Grama's log was combed 


for romantic items. Then Maritime 
discovered the S. S. West Hematite 
was still tied up at New Orleans. 


It isn't hard to understand how the 


Maritime press relations division al- 
most jumped the gun. When the com- 
mission set up shop five years ago, 
it took over from the old shipping 
board a ghost fleet of 190 vessels- 
row after row of old tubs that had 
been gathering barnacles and rust in 
ports all around the country. The 
commission junked or chartered 83. 
Then, to avoid glutting the shipping 
into the present world crisis with 113. 


In recent months, the commission 


has been getting rid of, these-ghosts. 
It really doesn't matter much whether 
the West Hematite (5,621 gross tons, 
with a speed of 12 knots) or the West 
Grama is the last ghost to ride the 
waves again. It matters a lot that off 
of that old World war merchant fleet 
which wasn't junked now is back in 
(or is being reconditioned for) ser- 
vice. 


The American Peace Mobilization 


•pickets who have been walking 24 
hours a day in a hundred-yard long 
oval in front of the White House have 
been having troubles.

"I'll keep at 
it all my spare time until my legs 
give out," he explains.

Laugh-Provoking Law 


Sometimes American

One. that Wash- 
ington is chuckling over is the inter- 
state communications statue which 
makes it prohibitive for any inter- 
state telegraph system to establish a 
"private wire." 


Postal Telegraph recently has been 


granted permission to put a special 
leased circuit from Joliet, 111., to the 
United States army ordinance depot 
near Elwood, III. The same company 
has been issued a permit to connect 
a St. Louis wire into the offices of the 
Atlas Powder Co. plant at Weldon 
Springs, Mo., and Western Union has 
been authorized to establish a wire 
from Los Angeles into the Interstate 
Aircraft and Engineering Corp. of- 
fices at El Segundo, Calif.

; And don't think for a minute that 
the message carriers don't abide by 
this. If any person presents himself 
to the front door and says simply, "I 
want to send a telegram," they had 
better let him in—or else—or else the 
law has been violated and the "private 
wire" won't be there any more. That's 
democracy with a Capital-D.

changing to such an extent that il 
might be desirable for the United 


ceep it out of war. 


Six Paths to Reuce 


The idea first began to take root 
n January of 1939, hut it was the 
end of May before Secretary of Stat 
Hull sent a letter to Senator Pitt- 
man and Congressman Sol Bloom, then 
chairman and acting chairman res- 
pectively of congressional committees 
on foreign relations, recommending 
repeal of the arms embargo and adop- 
tion of a program to kee pthe country 
out of war: 


1. To prevent American ships from 


entering combat zones. 2. To restrict 
travel by Americans in combat areas. 
3. To provide transfer of title before 
goods were exported to belligerents. 
4. To control loans and credits 
to 


nations at war. 5. To regulate col- 
lection of U. S. funds for belligerents. 
6. To continue licensed control of 
arms export and imp'ort. 


In June, the House passed legisla- 


tion covering this program, but re- 
taining the arms embargo, contrary 
to Hull's wishes. In July, the Senate 
decided to do nothing until next ses- 
sion. The President and Hull protest- 
ed but the senate adjourned withou 
action. 


On Sept. 1, Germany invaded Po- 
and. Congress was called in specia 
session on Sept. 11, and on Nov. 4 
congress passed the new program, th 
neutrality act of 1939, dropping the 
arms embargo.

What would repeal of this neutral- 


ity act mean? Principally, that Amer- 
ican ships could take war supplies 
right to Britain. As matters stand 
now, 
U. S. naval vessels can stil! 


be ordered to convoy or patrol duty 
right to British ports, if the Presi- 
dent, as commander of the fleet, so 


rders, for war vessels are not cov- 


ered by the neutrality act. It is even 
a moot question as to wheJLher U. S. 
Maritime Commission vessels, being 
.he property of the government, could 
not be transferred to the navy and 
used for carrying supplies to Britain. 
Certainly, the ships themselves can 


transferred to Britain and haul 


anything Britain wants or needs. 


There is today no pronounced scn- 


.iment in congress for repeal of the 
neutrality law, if repeal of the act 
could be achieved, the chances are it 
would be by only a narrow margin. 
Best guess, thrfor, is that this talk 
of repeal is largely a couple of fel- 
lows getting out on a limb to help 
sel the country on the 
seriousness 


of the situation.

Babies Don't 
Sleep So Much 


Science Soys They 
Sleep Soundly 
3 of 24 Hours 


TROY, N. Y. — Don't worry if your 


newborn son or daughter docs not 
seem to sleep soundly at all times. 
A recent study has shown that they 
actually sleep 
soundly only about 


three hours in 24. 


These findings have been announc- 


ed by Dr. Isabele Wagner, instructor 
in psychology and education at Rus- 
sell Sage College. 


According to Dr. Wagner, nature 


does not require that new-born bab- 
ies should sleep most of the time, 
as some parents expect. She says 
it is easy to believe they are sleep- 
ing nearly all the time, since they 
can give clear evidencs of wakful- 
ness only by screaming. But the ex- 
periments ' she carried out in 
the 


psychology 
laboratory at University 


Hospital, Ohio State University, show 
that jns'ead of merely two stages of 
crying and not crying, there are se- 
ven stages for newborn infants, from 
soundest sleep to complete waking. 


Nearly 200 babies were studied. Dr. 


Wagner explains that the state of 
sleep was determined by the onlyj 
signs discoverable—whether they wig- 
gled toes, or how they responded to 
tiny pin pricks,
